before leaving you place a marker 
in the hole. 

Tree cutting along shorelines of 
lakes is prohibited. Use an oil heater 
in your fish hut. If you are fishing in 
the open and require warmth, use 
only dead or fallen wood for your fire. 

If you carry boxes, cans or bottles 
out on the ice, carry them off when 
you leave. Don’t drop them down 
the hole—this only litters the bottom 
shoal area, and in turn could deter 
fish from using it, thus you may have 
to move your hut to a new spot. 

Littering the ice surface is a sign of 
poor housekeeping. This litter some- 
times floats in along the shorelines 
at the time of the spring breakup, and 
not only appears unsightly, but pre- 
sents a hazard to swimmers during 
the summer, 

The observance of the simple rules 
as set out will go a long way towards 
the retention of winter angling in the 
district.
